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Farmers Judging Contest Proves Interesting Feature

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The Animal Husbandry Department, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, recently staged the 
first state judging contest for farmers at 
Madison during Farmer’s Week, February 
4-9. Over eighty men took part in the con- 
test and much interest was displayed in the 
official placings and demonstrations conduc- 
ted by well known men, authorities on beef 
cattle, in the different breeds. 

There were twenty rings of stock in all 
and each contestant was required to place 
at least six of the twenty, not more than 
four of which could be in any division. Mr. 
B. E. Pontius, of Purdue University, placed 
the Aberdeen-Angus and gave a very in- 
structive demonstration in his placing. 

Although Wisconsin is not primarily a 
beef cattle state much interest was shown in 
all the beef classes. The farmer or breeder 
had some chance to make his complaint 
heard and have it discussed which is not 
the case at the ringside of our shows and 
fairs where such criticisms or complaints 
are so common. 

The contest was considered a success from 
every standpoint and it was with consider- 
able difficulty that the sessions were 
brought to a close in many cases.

With Wisconsin the ranking dairy state 
in the union; having some of the best hors- 
es, hogs, beef cattle, and sheep in the world, 
if show records are any indication; having 
national and international grand champions 
galore; with much more than her share of 
breed association presidents and vice presi- 
dents, and more directors than most states; 
with 83 per cent of the farm income from 
live stock products; and because of these 
facts and others, standing at the very top 
of the states of the world’s greatest coun- 
try, in a financial way, her farmers should 
know live stock,—their product. They do 
know their product and as a state there is 
no group of farmers knowing it better. 

Feeling that a general airing of opinion 
as is often done at the ringside in our shows 
of live stock might be helpful in stimulat- 
ing worthwhile discussion, the Animal Hus- 
bandry Department of the Agricultural Col- 
lege, University of Wisconsin, is staged the 
first state judging contest for breeders and 
farmers February 6th and 7th. Such a con- 
test proved not only highly instructive, but 
very entertaining also. 

For the breeds of greatest prominence in 
the state in the different divisions, judges 
of national importance recommended by and 
in most cases furnished by the national 
breed associations made the official placings 
and conducted discussions relative to the 
various classes. Members of the Animal 
Husbandry staff assisted in these demon- 
strations. Ample time was given for the 
settling of all differences. 

Some counties sold more purebred cattle 
in 1923 than others. Some of our counties 
have more pure bred live stock on farms 


than others. According to the last report, 
Dane county leads in total number of horses 
and dairy cattle, Grant county in hogs and 
sheep, while Dodge county has the largest 
number of pure bred cattle. The Allenton- 
Kohlsville cow testing association of Wash- 
ington county had the highest average fat 
production for 1923 with an average of 328 
pounds. These facts do not necessaril'y mean 
that the farmers of these counties and dis- 
tricts are better judges of live stock. Form 
and function go hand in hand, however, and 
the type of animal showing the greatest bal- 
ance on the right side of the ledger is the 
present day type. 

Which county will win? Which cow test- 
ing association can produce the most com- 
petent judges? Which district or county 
can produce the best all around judges? 

A lot of farmers in this state are “from 
Missouri;” they came prepared to enter the 
competition. Attended breed association 
meetings while in Madison and also the Wis- 
consin Live Stock Breeders’ Association. 
Everyone tried his luck, or demonstrated his 
superiority in the judging contest. If you 
are up to date, advertise it. If you are not, 
get right with the live stock and reap the 
the benefits.

Pleasant Ridge Farm. 


Among: the propeious Iowa farms to be 
inhabited by Aberdeen-Angus cattle is the 
240-acre Pleasant Ridge Farm, three and 
one-half miles northeast of Manchester, 
Iowa, here will be found seventy head of 
grades and twenty-three head of pure bred 
cows and heifers.

Blackbird of Sun Dance 14th 247111. In 
commenting upon their experience with Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle Messrs. W. V. Childs 
& Son, said: “We raised and fed for maik- 
et last year thirty-three head of calves, 
nineteen steers and fourteen heifers. Sold 
them last October and they averaged 16 
months old and weighed 916 pounds in Chi- 
cago and sold for $11.75 per hundred, top- 
ping the market for that day.” These gen- 
tlemen will in all probability do the same 
thing again this year.

Selling Bulls in Indiana. 

Y. D. Dearduff, County Superintendent 
of Highways, Morocco, Indiana, breeds a 
few Doddies and reports among his recent 
sales a yearling bull to Wm. Herren, Mo- 
rocco; and another to Roy Gish, Brook In- 
diana. Beth bulls will be used on grade 
herds. This is the second bull for Mr. Her- 
ren so his next crop of calves will be three- 
quarter bloods.

The 
Deardruff herd was founded in 1913 and 
row consists of twenty head of pure bred 
cows and heifers headed by two excellent 
bulls.

Speaking of 
his cattle he says: “We have not registered 
anything for two years except a few bulls 
and have sold part of our cows. We are 
registering our heifers this year which are 
as good as you ever laid eyes on and will 
keep most of them. We may buy a herd 
bull or possibly use one of our own breeding 
which is good enough to head any herd.”

ume of live stock traffic in this 
country exceeds one million cars 
and is one of the principal sources 
of freight revenue. The statement 
that the most prosperous sections 
in an agricultural sense are those 
possessing good railroad service 
for live stock is not open to criti- 
cism. When live stock is out on 
the rails, responsibility passes to 
the carrier until delivered at the central market to which it has 
been consigned. After being unloaded, it is taken in charge by a 
commission man, who acts as the selling and fiduciary agent of the 
His job is to feed, water and otherwise 
prepare the shipment; then to sell it to the highest bidder he may 
be able to interest in that particular class of stock. 

A feeder in western lowa may order cars to send a drove of 
cattle to Chicago, consigning his valuable property to a commission 


firm he does not know, 
with assurance that the 
sale proceeds, amount- 
ing to several thousand 
dollars, will be. promptly 
remitted. In _ practice, 
close business relations 
exist between producers 
and commission men ov- 
er long periods, in fact, 
some houses on the Chi- 
cago market have as 
clients men representing 
the third generation of 
their families. Relation- 
ships between commis- 
sion men and producers 
are based on confidence, 
the former not infre- 
quently attending to the 
financial requirements 
of his customers in ad- 
dition to acting as their 
adviser in their feedlot 
operations. Many cattle 
feeders insist on visuali- 


_zation of their market- 


able product by an ex- 
perienced salesman _ be- 
fore loading, and rely on 
the advice of a commis- 
sion house as to the op- 
portune moment to go to 
market. This is part of 
the service the commis- 
sion man renders those 


for whom he does business at the market. Such a live stock market 
as is held daily at Chicago may be compared to a combined depot 
Have you ever reached Chicago or any other large city 
after a long, weary day on the train to find John and Mandy at 
the depot to welcome you; then whisk you to their home in their 
flivver to enjoy their hospitality?

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SNOW BOUND 


They tell us that Johnson Workman, of 
Russell, Kansas, known the whole world ov- 
er for his activities in Aberdeen-Angus cir- 
cles, is no weather profit at all. The story 
goes that one of his neighbors advised that 
he consult the calendar to ascertain the dis- 
position of the “moon” before selecting a 
date for his sale and the annual meeting 
of the Kansas Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association, but it seems that Mr. Work- 
man had outgrown the ancient custom, how- 
ever all to his undoing. For he selected, 
without hesitation, Thursday, March 20th, 
for the date of the big event, went ahead 
with his announcements, prepared the cattle 
for the sale and was getting on very nicely 
when all at once Sunday morning it began 
to snow. It kept right on snowing until 
something over two feet of heavy wet snow 
had fallen. This however did not cause any 
particular anxiety to ruffle “Johnson” for 
usually at this time of the year a couple of 
days sunshine would dispell every vestige 
of the white blanket. But not so this time, 
the temperature dropped slightly and the 
snow decided to “stay” a while at least. — 

The cattle could not be moved to the fair 
grounds in town, and it was impossible to 
bring in feed for them, so as Wednesday 
morning came without any appreciable dis- 
appearance of snow Mr. Workman decided 
to postpone the sale and annual meeting 
until Saturday, April 5th, at which time one 
of the greatest offerings of range cattle in 
this country will be made. There are some 
200 head of real cows and heifers, including 
the entire breeding herd of Yoxell and 
Wells, which is being dispersed by the ad- 
ministrator of the estate. Wyckoff Broth- 
ers, of Luray, are consigning a splendid lot 
of good things that will be worthy of care- 
ful consideration, and Johnson Workman is 
making a big offering in young cattle as is 
also W. H. Caldwell, and others. 

There are fifteen head of bulls in the of- 
fering, including some very choice speci- 
mens. Pembroke 2d, by Blackcap Poe is a 
big smooth massive proven sire with a fine 
disposition, consigned by Harry Dandliker. 
The Judge Fullerton bulls arrived just be- 
fore the roads became blocked so they are 
on the ground. There are three of them 
and they are the sort that will add strength 
and finish to any herd in the country, big 
smooth fellows, including Queerman of 
Sunbeam by the ‘Grand Champion Plowman, 
and himself winner of seven first prizes at 
state fairs in 1923; Ben Hur by Sunbeam 
by Ben Hur of Lone Dell, first at the Amer- 
ican Royal and Black Eston of Sunbeam by 
Eston of Elm Hill another Blackbird, a 
great big fellow full of quality and a win- 
ner also at State fairs and the 1922 Chi- 
cago International. There are a lot of oth- 
er good bulls that should have careful con- 
sideration. 

Returning again to the subject of snow 
let it be known that Johnson Workman 
seemed to be the only person at Russell, 
Kansas, in the least purturbed for a snow 
fall of these proportions just at this time 
mean a bumper wheat crop for the old Sun- 
flower state. There was another disap- 
pointed personage present, and that was 
none other than George Porteous, the gen- 
ial manager of the Fullerton herds who had 
accompanied their shipment of bulls. 


“George” had planned to spend a few days 
with old time friends, however as there 
were no roads broken as yet on Wednesday 
evening he decided to return to Miami, Ok- 


lahoma, leaving the bulls in the care of Mr. 
Workman. 

Every man within going distance should 
make a special effort to attend this event 
for these cattle are worthy of the patronage 
of those who desire to improve the quality 
of their herds. It is essential also that a 
good attendance of breeders be present to 
help put the state association on the map 
in a big way. Cattle prices are already on 
the upward trend as has been evinced by 
the recent sales in Iowa. There is a scarc- 
ity of outstanding individuals both in fe- 
males and bulls, the demand seems already 
to parallel the supply which means that the 
supply is going to be far short as the sea- 
son progresses and grass creates an in- 
creased demand.

to what the evening would have been had 
you been thrown on-your own resources 
with no one to meet you at the depot? 
Well, that is what your commission man 
does when apprised that you have sent him 
a shipment. He is at the depot to meet you; 
members of his competent organization 
take charge of your cattle, hogs or sheep, 
as the case may be, pilot them through the 
mazes of the world’s greatest live stock 
market, and after attending to their mater- 
ial comfort, proceeds to dispose of them to 
the best possible advantage. 

The basic principle of our central market 
system, wherein live stock valued at many 
million dollars is sold daily, is expert sales- 
manship. Comparatively few in number, 
this force of experts is responsible in no 
small measure for valorizing from day to 
day an enormous volume of business. Of 
course, other factors operate to determine 
values, but the man at the market in whom 
the live stock producer is most vitally inter- 
ested in is the expert salesman. I do not 
exaggerate when I assert that such sales- 
manship is one of the chief assets of the live 
stock producers of the United States. With- 
out it, determination of true values based 
on supply and demand, would be impossible. 
By this method producers get the benefit of 
competition between salesmen to maintain 
and advance prices. 

The first step in determining live stock 
values is an appraisal by salesmen. If that 
appraisal is faulty, the producer is penaliz- 
ed. No buver was ever known to bid more 
than the asked price, the interest of buyers 
being diametrically opposite to that of 
salesmen. The former must buy as cheap- 
ly as possible if he is to hold his footing at 
the market; the latter must get the last 
possible cent for his customer’s property, 
otherwise he will be eliminated by that nat- 
ural law which decrees that only the fittest 
can survive. This method of salesmanship 
puts the essential element of individuality 
into live stock production, as it assures each 
producer of the actual value of what he 
sends to market. 

A trade revolution in recent years has 
been the marketing of a considerable per- 
centage of the hog crop in plural ownership 
shipments. By this means two or more ship- 
pers may combine, each placing a distinct- 
ive market on the animals contributed, en- 
abling the commission firm to sell for the 
account of each. Organizations known as 
co-operative live stock shipping associations 
carry on this business, each having a man- 
ager to attend to details. Commission men 
have furnished special market facilities for 
co-operative associations, thus facilitating 
an economical development. These asso- 
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ciations also handle other species.

e magnitude of live stock m j 
will be comprehended when I state thee 
Chicago alone in 1923, 18,501,883 head were 
received, having an official value of $504,- 
151,375.00. In other words, from a single 
market, which is the principal one, about 
$1,680,000 each market day was remitted to 
the country for live stock purchases, 

Nineteen twenty-three receipts in a num- 
erical sense at Chicago constituted a new 
record, the previous record having been 
made in 1919, when 18,215,603 head arrived. 

Members of live stock exchanges dis- 
charge other important functions with rela- 
tion to producers than actually selling live 
stock at the market. They have for many 
years pledged their personal credit to fi- 
nance feeding operations, establishing a 
basis of mutual confidence between their 
customers and themselves. This confidence 
is the cornerstone of the market system. 

In 1886, when a sub-artic winter in the 
northwest wiped out many herds of cattle, 
decimated all and confronted cattlemen with 
ruin, Chicago commission men financed re- 
habilitation to the extent of many million 
dollars. Many years later, when at the 
opening of the European War, one of these 
commission men was in _ tum threatened 
with ruin by the seizure of grain cargoes in 
the war zone, Montana cattlemen recipro- 
cated by coming to his financial relief. 

By virtue of this efficacious market sys- 
tem, live stock is always a liquid asset, even 
during panic periods. When other exchang- 
es have been closed the live stock market 
has never failed to function on a cash basis. 
This accounts for the liquid asset character 
of cattle, hogs and sheep. Frequently by 
making sight drafts on commission men, 
producers are able to place proceeds to their 
credit at the home bank the moment their 
property is put on the rails and long before 
it has been sold at the market. Contrast 
this with many industries in which payment 
ts made on a thirty, sixty or ninety day 

asis. : 

Such a market system is a distinct and 
indisputable asset to producers. Its destruc- 
tion, or even impairment, would not only 
jeopardize a food supply aggregating fifty 
million pounds daily, but the present unin- 
terrupted flow of money from the markets 
to the country, and without doubt the pro- 
cess by which true values are established 
from day to day. , , 

The live stock exchanges discharge still 
other useful functions. One is the collec- 
tion of large sums in claims against rail- 
roads for freight overcharges and losses 
transit. Still another is the campaign nd 
being vigorously prosecuted to eradicate hea 
vine tuberculosis. This is of intensified hu- 
man interest, as it is a direct means to wip- 
ing out the white plague, probably saving

(In these few stat 
ments the Journal feels that all the argument necessary to Haig 
mend the breed to the rangeman is presented.) We sold 100 head 
of calves a year ago last fall for $35.00 per head which averaged 
478 pounds each and the man to whom we sold them resold the 
lot last fall and they averaged 815 pounds.

Beef Cattle Classification 


Fair managers and exhibitors of beef 
breeding cattle will this year require to 
adjust themselves to the use and interpre- 
tation of the new classification decided up- 
on by a committee representing the various 
beef breeds. The classification will be used 
at all state fairs, expositions and other 
shows to which the various associations of 
beef breeds appropriate prize money. It 


follows: 
Section 1: Bulls calved in or before 1920. 
Section 2: Bulls calved in 1921. 
Section 3: Bulls calved in 1922. 


Section 4: Bulls calved in 1923 (a) be- 
tween Jan. 1 and June 30. 

Section 5: Bulls calved in 1923 (b) be- 
tween July 1 and Sept. 30. 

Section 6: Bulls calved in 1923 (c) be- 
tween Oct. 1 and Dec. 31. 

Section 7: Bulls calved in 1924 between 
Jan. 1 and April 30. 


Section 8: Senior champion bull (Sec- 
tions 1, 2, 3). 

Section 9: Junior champion bull (Sec- 
tions 4, 5, 6 and 7). 

Section 10: Grand champion bull (Sec- 
tions 8 and 9). 

Section 11: Group of 3 bulls, any age, 


owned by exhibitor. 

Section 12: Group of 2 bulls, bred and 
owned by exhibitor (Sections 4 to 7). 

Section 13: (a) Cows calved in or before 
1921, with own calf by side, calved after 
Oct. 1, 1923. 

Section 13: (b) Cows calved in or be- 
fore 1921 (dry or not nursing). 

Section 14: Heifers calves in 1922. 

Section 15: Heifers calved in 1923 (a) 
between Jan. 1 and June 30. 

Section 16: Heifers calved in 1923 (b) 
between July 1 and September 30. 

Section 17: Heifers calved in 1923 (c) 
between Oct. 1 and Dee. 31. 


Section 18: Senior champion female 
(Sections 13 (a), 13 {(b) and 14). 
Section 19: Junior champion female 


(Sections 15, 16 and 17). 


Section 20: Grand female 
(Section 18 and 19). 

Section 21: Graded herd, 1 bull calved 
in or before Sept. 30, 1922, 1 cow calved 
in or before 1921; 1 heifer calved in 1922; 
1 heifer calved between Jan. 1 and Sept. 30, 
1923; 1 heifer calved between Oct. 1 and 
Dec. 31, 1923, owned by exhibitor. 

Section 22: Yearling herd, 1 bull and 2 
heifers calved between Oct. 1, 1922, and 
Sept. 30, 1923. Bull owned and heifers bred 
and owned by exhibitor. 

Section 23: Pair of calves, 1 bull and 1 
heifer, bred and owned by exhibitor (Sec- 
tions 6, 7 and 17). 

Section 24: Get of sire, 4 head, any age, 
both sexes to be represented owned by ex- 
hibitor. 

Note: Section to be added immediately 
following Section 17 for shows held _ be- 
tween Nov. 1, 1924, and May 1, 1925, to 
read: Heifers calved in 1924 between Jan. 
1 and April 30, same are eligible to calf 
place in graded herd and to Section 23, pair 
of calves. 

Note: In the cow and calf section the 
judge shall consider the cow 75 per cent and 
the calf 25 per cent. In graded herd either 
13. (a) or 18 (b) cow is eligible. 

No aged cow class is added, but there are 
three yearling heifer classes, corresponding 
to the foregoing three yearling bull classes. 
There is no heifer class to correspond to the 
one for bulls calved in 1924. The other 
classes correspond to those in use last year. 

The changes in the 1924 classification are 
sweeping, and will require study.

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WHY WE EAT MEAT 


By GRACE VIALL GRAY 


The following is the first of a series of four articles 
on beef cookery furnished by the National Live Stock 
and Meat Board and written by Grace Viall Gray, 
Home Economics Specialist. 

When planning the daily meals almost all 
housewives decide first of all what the meat 
shall be. After the meat question is decid- 
ed, the vegetables and desserts naturally 
follow. Housewives may not be really con- 
scious of this fact and it is only when they 
stop and think that they realize that this,is 
true. But almost without exception, every 
woman thinks of the meat first when plan- 
ning the meal. It has become a habit. 
There is a very good reason for this habit 
and it is based on a sound food principle. 

Meat is a protein food and it is natural 
that the protein food should be considered 
first with the carbohydrates, fats and min- 
eral substances following. Meat contains 
large quantities of protein in a palatable, 
stimulating and digestive form. Protein in 
meat is necessary for the growth and main- 
tenance of the body. 

Lately we have been hearing much about 
vitamins. Vitamins are necessary for nor- 
mal growth or development. Little is known 
about the chemical composition of these vi- 
tamins but their presence in certain foods 
is known. It has lately been acknowledged 
that the muscle meats of all kinds contain 
vitamins. The Glandular organs or other 
internal meats parts as liver, kidney, heart, 
brain, lungs and pancreas are all relatively 
rich in vitamins. Meat fat also contains 
vitamins in appreciable quantities. 

Even though we know that meat contains 
protein, fat and vitamins, that is not why 
we really eat it, for after all is said and 
done, we come down to the fact that we eat 
meat because we like it. Meat contributes 
greatly to the palatability of the diet and 
this palatability incites the stomach to se- 
crete gastric juices of high digestive pow- 


ers. 


Meat is now relatively cheap. There are 
very few foods that are so satisfying, nu- 
tritious and reasonably priced as meat. 
the house-wife is willing to study the meat 
problem she can find just as many bargains 
in the meat market as in the merchandise 
store. It pays to shop carefully when it 
comes to meat buying. 

, Forequarters particularly sell at bargain 
‘prices. Women have formed the habit of 
buying the cuts which are easily and quick- 
ly prepared and this demand makes these 
cuts higher in price than the less popular 
cuts. This unsound method of buying has 
resulted in the loin and ribs or the so-called 
“choice cuts” which constitute less than one 
quarter of the weight of the meat animal 
selling for about as much as the remaining

three quarters. The cuts in demand must 
be priced so as to balance those cuts which 
the retailer is unable to sell, or which he 
must sell at a loss. 

Inexpensive Meat Cuts. 

The beef brisket is a delicious piece of 
meat and inexpensive. A three pound piece 
of brisket may be so utilized as to yield 
several dinners. The brisket may be boiled, 
or browned and braized. Chuck makes a 
delicious pot-roast, swiss steak, or pie. The 
flank may be stuffed or used as a beef roll. 
The flank can be used with very little waste. 
The plate yields a delicious New England 
boiled dinner and is also suitable for soup 
and corned beef. The round is a juicy cut 
consisting of about two-thirds lean meat 
and one-sixth bone. This cut can be utiliz- 
ed for beef rolls, Mock Duck or Spanish 
Beef Steak. The rump consists of about 
one half lean and one third fat. It is used 
for steak, corning, braizing and pot-roasts. 
The shoulder check is economical -because 
there is practically no waste in it. It is us- 
ed for steaks and pot roasts. The neck is 
good for mince meat also for stews. The 
cross ribs make an excellent pot roast. 
Shin of beef makes a good “beef a-la- 
mode.” Cut it up the same as for stew, 
brown the pieces in hot fat and then add 
water and cook in a pot the same as a pot- 
roast. Thicken the liquid in the pot and 
serve as gravy. By browning the meat in 
hot fat the juices are retained and this adds 
greatly to the flavor of the dish. The shin 
of beef also makes a most nourishing soup 
and the meat can be taken from the pot af- 
terwards and served with a horse-radish 
sauce. 

Stews may appear under different guises 
and different names on the family table 
frequently. There are many varieties of 
stews, such as brown stew, Irish stew, 
Brunswick stew, Farmer stew, beef stew 
and dumplings and savory stew. Here is 
the way that stews may be changed to make 
them different and to suit the season: (1) 
The meat that is used may be of any kind 
and more or less than a pound may be used 
according to the size of the family. Use the 
cheap cuts of flank, rump, neck or brisket. 
Cook the meat slowly until tender. (2) Po- 
tatoes and barley may be used or barley 
alone, or rice, hominy or macaroni. (3) 
Vegetables may be turnips, onions, peas, 
beans, cabbage, or tomatoes, canned or 
fresh. Use one or more vegetables as you 
wish. (4) Parsley, celery tops, onion tops, 
seasoning herbs or chopped sweet peppers, 
red or green, add to the flavor. 

All kinds of stews are cooked in just 
about the same way. The following direc- 
tions will serve for making almost any kind 
of a stew. Cut the meat in small pieces 
and brown with an onion in the fat cut from 
the meat. Add the salt and pepper, the sea- 
soning vegetables such as the onion, celery 
tops, etc., two quarts of water, and the rice 
or other cereal if it is to be used. Cook for 
an hour, then add the vegetables except the 
potatoes. Cook the stew for a half hour, 
add the potatoes cut in quarters, cook for 
another half hour and serve. If dried peas 
or beans are to be added to the stew they 
should be soaked over night and cooked for 
three hours before adding to the stew. 

There are given below some recipes for 
using the cheaper cuts of beef: 

Italian Style Beef. 


2% lbs. shank meat \% diced turnip

its first birthday. Silver medals will be 
warded to breeders producing calves 
weighing from 900 to 1,000 pounds at one 
year old. These prizes will be awarded in 
3 project called the “1000 Pound Calf Club 
which is being fostered to promote the more 
economical production of beef. 

Pennsylvania has several hundred breed- 
ors of pure bred beef cattle. Many of them 
keep their bull calves to supply the neigh- 
poring farmers with breeding stock. The 
rise in prices of beef breeding stock induc- 
od breeders to keep every available calf for 
a bull regardless of individuality. Now that 
jeflation has overtaken the industry and 
the demand for bulls is weak, many breed- 
ers are discouraged because they can not 
yll their surplus bulls. A practical remedy 
is to castrate the poorer animals and grow 
out the better ones into real bulls. 

This is where the 1,000 pound calf club 
fits the program of the breeder. He can 
cull closely and feed out the steered calves 
with the aim of marketing them as year- 
ling or baby beef. A calf weighing 1000 
pounds on his first birthday is sure to carry 
a fat and finished carcass and will com-

mand a good price on the market. 

If the few good bulls are fed a good 
growing ration in addition to the milk of 
the cows, at the end of the year they will 
tip the beam at around a 1000 pounds and 
will be growthy enough to be in demand 
among neighboring farmers for breeding 
purposes. 

Breeders generally should realize that 
fat yearlings are worth as much as well 
grown yearling bulls and that using the 
knife freely will mean more money for the 
calf crop. The numerous calls made upon 
the animal husbandry extension department 
for asssitance in locating good bulls indi- 
cates that the bull trade will soon be on a 
healthy and profitable basis. 

The man who feeds his calves to weigh 
one half ton as yearlings has good proof 
that he has the kind of breeding stock that 
will be profitable in the hands of his cus- 
tomers. It is a good demonstration that 
your herd is the easy-keeping, early matur- 
ing type so much desired in the modern beef 
animal. 

A 1000 pound calf will bring you profit, 
a gold medal, and customers for your good 
bulls. Demonstrate your efficiency as a 
feeder and breeder by joining the ranks of 
the breeders who are aiming at this goal.
